Legislature Enacts Change 
In Gould Academy Charter 


The soectal session of the 102nd 
Maine Legislature «nected this 
week the amendment to Gould's 
¢harter expanding the purposes 
of the Academy to permit in- 
stiraction In such branches of ed- 
ucation as are usually taught tn 
atademics, “and in Juntor colleg- 
es, Calleges, universities and oth- 
af Institutions of higher learn- 
ng” 

The amendment to the charter 
further provides for the use of 
Gould’s endowment and such 
other funds as may from fime to 
time beeome available “for the 
additional purposes of granting 
scholorships and fellowship and 
making loans to deserving stu- 
tlents from the Town of Bethel, 
from the County of Oxford and 
from the State of Maine at ed- 
utational Inatiiutlons wherever 
situated; making gifts and 
grants io or for the use of 
the State of Maing, any polltleal 
subdivision thereof, or any School 
Administrative District thereof, 


for exclusively public purposes, 
no part of the net earnings of 
which inures to the benefit of 
any ptivate stockholder or indl- 
vidual, and no substantial part of 
the activities of which Is carrying 
on propapanda, or otherwise at- 
tempting, (o Influence legislation: 
and the advancement of education 
in sald town, county and state and 
dolng all acts and things pertaln- 
ing or incidental therato;" 


The sponsor of tre bill, Repre- 
rentative FE. Louise Lincoln of 
Bethel, and Headmasier Edmond 
J. Vachon of Gould Academy, ap- 
peared as proponents before the 
Joint Legislative Committee hear- 
ing In Augusta, 


This request to the Legislature 
is unique in that it seeks permis- 
sion for the Trustees of Gould 
Academy to expend money from 
private saurces for education in 
Maine rather than ask an appro- 
priation of the State for the caus- 
ser outlined.
